LET EVERY CITY BE
MASTER IN ITS OWN HOUSE

Mayor Moore’s Indorsement of the Home
Rule Plan of the League of Third-
Clans Citiea Brings Us Nearer
the Goal

STEP toward municipal home rule was

taken when the annual eonvention of the
League of Third-Class Cities, in session in
York this week, directed 1ts degisiative com-
mittes to urge the General Assembly to pass
the necessary laws,

Maxor Moore, who stopped in York on his
vacation tour, eongratulated the league on
its action and impressed upon it the im-
portance of eo-operation among the cities
of all the different classes to the end that
they may sequire fuller control of their local
affairs.

P'enpeylvania hax a long way to go before
it arrives at the advanesd position taken by
Ohio and Michigan anmd =ome other states,
In Michigan the people have so amended
their econstitution ns to permit all’ eities to
draft their own ohnrters,  Within the lmits
fixed by the laws pussed under the constitu-
tional amendment the eities have absolute
diseretion in the settlement of their do-
mestic problems, Not only may they draft
their own charters and amend them from
time to time, bhut they may bond themselves
to buy stroet railways if the voters approve,
Or they may build strect-car lines for them-
selves nnd extend them outside of the city
boundaries to serve the suburbs. They have
control of their building laws and their park
development and of every other detail of
local goveroment,

Thix plan has * relieved the Legislature
from the task of legislating for the cities and
has ennbled it to give its attention to gen-
eral laws for the whole state,

If we had hnd such a plna in this state
the business of the last Cieperal Assembly
would not have been blocked by the long dis-
cussion over the pevised charter for Phila-
delphia, The legislators from the rest of the
state were irritated hecnuse of the delay in
the passage of bills in which they were di-
rectly Intorested.  Few of them eared any-
rhim:' ahout the eity charter.  Ther only
hoped that the Philndelphin egislators could
agree on it and get it out of the way.

A« n matter of fact, the charter was
framed by the loeal legislators in the sense
that they accepted as their own the work
of the unofficial charter commission. The
others simply agreed to what the men from
this eity had decided upon. 1t would have
saverd time and money for the state if the
drafting and adoption of the charter had
been left entirels to the people of this city.
